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Proficiency tests:

A new proficiency testing program has_ been 
established at SAC in an effort by school officials to 
cope with grade inflation and to increase the value of the 
two-year Associate Arts decree as a qualification for 
employment. 

All students planning to graduate with an AA degree 
under this year’s catalogue must show proficiency in the 
basic skills of reading, math and one physical activity. 

The requirement can be met by satisfactory scores on 
college entrance exams (above the 25th percentile for 
reading and the 30th percentile for math) by completion 
of specified courses in these areas or by passing a 
proficiency test. 

“We're trying to guarantee -employers that the 
person they hire will have these skills,” said Dr. Richard 
Sneed, dean of Academic Affairs. 

“The problem is,’’ he continued, ‘that with grade 
inflation no one can tell what [an] achievement level is. 
The meaning of grades has become very obscure.” 

In recent years, colleges have been found to be giving

more A and B grades than ever, and fewer Cs and Ds. 
Yet studies show that this apparent rise in academic 
achievement does not reflect any increase in real skills 
among graduates. In fact, basic skills are often found 
lacking. 

This is grade inflation. It has educators and business 
managers throughout the nation worried that a college 
degree is not an accurate measure of a person’s worth on 
the job. The value of a degree has dropped accordingly. 

SAC officials hope that proficiency tests will help to 
remedy the situation by setting minimum standards in 
basic skills areas. 

“It’s a matter of credibility,’’ said Jerome Hunter, 
SAC’s new assistant dean of Humanities. ‘You want to 
be sure that when people leave here they are able to 
function in society.” 

Hunter said the reading test requires a proficiency 
level about equal to being able to comprehend magazine 
and newspaper articles. Math test coordinator Dennis 
Airey said the exam in his subject covers computations

Assistant Dean of Social Sciences Henry Waibel is 
administering the physical education tests. He said the 
emphasis would be on showing sports skills but that a 
written exam would be included. ‘‘Some degree of 
academic ability is required,”’ he said. 

Twelve students have taken tests so far. The number 
is expected to increase as graduation day approaches and 
as students become more aware of the requirements. 

The next test dates are Nov. 19 and 20. Several time 
slotts are scheduled. Those wishing to take the tests 
must purchase tickets in the Don Bookstore at least a 
week in advance. The cost is $2 per test. Some tickets 
are presently available. 

Students who are not sure whether they need the test 
should talk with a counselor. Those enrolled in Guidance 
110 will be informed of their status as part of the 
course, according to counselor Frank Black.

The RSCCD Board of Trustees’ meeting last Monday ended on a 
note of warning from trustee Carol Enos. She urged the board to 
read a Sept. 23 Los Angeles Times article dedling with the forced 
resignation. of Sidney W. Brossman, chancellor of the state 
community college system. 

Enos felt that this was the beginning of an attempt by the state to 
exert tighter control over the almost completely autonomous 103 
community colleges. She said that now was the time to be fully 
aware of the actions of the state so that local community college 
boards do not become just a rubberstamp for their wishes. 

Much of the meeting was devoted to the 1975-76 Annual Report 
and the 18 Summer Curriculum Projects developed by 33 of the 
staff. 

The anticipated progress report on the second campus site 
negotiations with the Irvine Company was delayed until the Oct. 11 
meeting due to the hospitalization of Dr. Vernon Armstrong, 
administrative dean of Planning and Development.

Plans are presently under way 
to expand a park in Santa Ana 
that would contain a Continuing 
Education facility for the 
college. 

The proposed site is on the 
corner of Edinger and Fairview, 
which formally was an FCC 
compound. Taking in the small 
park that is already there, the 
new area which will be called 
Centennial Park, will cover 107 


acres. 

The park will be a joint effort 
of the city of Santa Ana, the 
county of Orange, and Santa 
Ana College. It will be mainly 
funded by $2 million from the 
county, and a $400,000 grant

crowded marketplace in Guatemala, or riding 
through the South American countryside.”

Tragic telescope tale 
and greenhouse blues 


SAC is one of the smallest community colleges in the area so full 
utilization of the college’s facilities is a necessity. While this factor is 
common in most areas of the campus, two exceptions can be found 
on the roof.of Russell Hall. The old refractor telescope has been 
the greenhouse is an undeveloped 


sorely neglected while 
instructional tool. 


el DON feels this is a tragic misuse of the college's educational 
resources and offers solutions to help rejuvenate these academic 


instruments. 


The telescope has been inoperative for two years because of 
jiggling vibrations caused by the air conditioning unit. 

In the past, two interested parties, the Orange County Amateur 
Astronomers and Cal State, Fullerton, have offered to use the scope 
and transfer it to an off-campus location for better star-gazing. 
Suggested sites included the Silverado or Modjeska area. Although 
both groups indicated they would provide the necessary funds 
required to relocate the telescope, the administration felt the move 
would make its use difficult for SAC astronomy students and. 


preferred that it remain on campus. 


Portable telescopes may be used for observations but the old 
refractor scope can still be put to good use, benefiting both students 
and the community. The telescope might be moved to a more 
desirable location near the planetarium, making it feasible to be used 
as part of the public planetarium shows. Community Services would 
then share the cost of operation with the Science Department. Thus 
both the community SAC serves and its students could take 


advantage of the more powerful scope. 


The greenhouse has always been an underdeveloped resource. 
Although the limited area of the roof greenhouse makes accessibility 
impossible for the general student body; nevertheless, the facility 
could see more use than the three times a week it is used by biology 
students. The greenhouse is used for special experiments; provides 
materials for biology labs; and serves as a library for unique plants, 
but it could further its purpose by instructing students in 
horticulture which is a necessary skill for many majors and is of 


popular interest to many students. 


SAC is lagging behind other community colleges in this area as 
both Orange Coast and Fullerton Colleges have botany programs and

As the fall semester begins, the student body 
swarms with mass confusion. This year there seems 
to be unnecessary chaos in the area of attendance. 

Rumors have been scattered throughout the 
campus that if a student misses two classes in one 
particular subject he can expect to be excluded 
from further participation in the classroom. 

Can there be any truth in the above statement?

The faculty handbook, page three, states, ‘A 
student should be dropped when he/she does not 
appear for the first and second class period.’’ For 
an example - say you have a history class which 
meets 11-12 p.m.

Today, when society has become literally 
swarmed with the highly-educated, it seems absurd 
that the eminently important task of choosing the 
next President actually boils down to selecting the 
man who is dexterous, has an abundance of hair 
and is tall and tanned.

Not a word is printed to explain the situation and 
make the student aware of the rules. 

The faculty handbook also. states the 
possibilities of reinstatement. ‘‘Occasionally 
circumstances warrant the reinstatement of the 
student in class.

chool emphasis | x, 
test scores declining

Though the results of the SCAT tests have remained fairly : 
constant, the COOP Expression Test scores have had a drop of four. 
per cent since last semester according to SAC Research Assistan 
Robert Daly. 

In essence, the general capacity for learning of the averag 
student has stayed the same, while the basic English grammar skill 
of the student have declined. 

To SAC students this could mean an increase in the number o 
basic English classes required before receiving the A.A. degree or: 
transferring to a four-year school. 

Frank Black, SAC student counselor and test co-ordinator’ 
indicated that there has already been an increase in remedial English: 
classes. A decrease in advanced classes has been necessary due to: 
insufficient interest and lack of eligible students. 

The lack of emphasis on grammar and more attention turned 
toward the technical fields in high schools may be considered one of 
the main causes. 

The School College Aptitude Test (SCAT) is taken by all 
incoming freshmen and the results are used in placing the student in 
appropriate English, Math and Science courses. 

The COOP Expression Test is a language skills exam used chiefly 
in determining a student’s ability to use the English language. 

The placement tests are considered to be 65 per cent accurate in 
judging the potential of a student. 

Daly pointed out that although the test scores have dropped, the 
G.P.A. has extended from 2.1 in 1967-68 to an average of 2.5 in 
1975-76. The number of people taking the test has doubled. 

“It is a broader example of the population.’’ Daly commented. 
He added that test scores tend to run in 25-30 year trends. 

“High test scores do not guarantee a high grade,’’ said Daly 
reassuringly, ‘‘And a low test score does not guarantee a low grade.”’

Black’s first 


‘Cody leads Dons to win

After an embarrassing season 
opening defeat, Coach Howard 
Black found a rejuvenated bunch 
last weekend. Led by a promising 
freshman quarterback, Steve 
Cody, Black recorded his first 
victory as mentor, a 14-7 win 
over Cypress. 

The gridders, now 1-1 for the 
season, travel to LA Pierce 
tomorrow as they try to avenge 
last year’s 38-31 loss. ‘““The team 
will be looking forward to 
playing Pierce,” Black promised. 

Black, a businessman type, 
showed enthusiasm towards his 
players as he _ repeatedly 
congratulated them. Later he 
offered, ‘“They made me feel 
real proud.” 

The coach’s reputation was 
aided by Michael Bean, a 
wide-receiver turned 
running-back, as he jumped over 
the Cypress defensive line to 
score the winning touchdown 
with 2:17 left on the clock. 


But Bean’s TD _ heroics 
weren’t a one-man show. 
Instead, it was Cody who 
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engineered the 72-yard drive, 
hitting Brad Chapman with a 
key fourth down pass late in the 
quarter to keep the charge alive. 

“lt knew | had to do it,” 


Chapman said afterwards. ‘‘It 
was fourth down and | had to 
get about 10 yards. | got pretty 
close to the sidelines and that 
made it harder still.”

Who said Black doesn't talk? 


What a difference a game makes -- especially when you win. 

A particular change in attitude in Coach Howard Black gave me 
the incentive to offer my opinion. 

The site was the familiar Santa Ana Bowl. The situation was the 
post-game celebration. The team had just won its first game and the 
coach was excited -- it was his first as mentor. 

As soon as the final gun sounded | rushed down from the press 
box and onto the field with my eyes fixed on Black, who stood out 
among the crowd and his similarly-dressed coaches wearing a coat 
and tie. 

| had a preconceived notion that the mentor was going to refuse 
answering my questions. This wrongful attitude had permeated 
within me since a reporter and a photographer had expressed their 
disgust with Black because he had not granted time to cooperate 
with them on previous occasions. 

This alleged problem had become the top sports department 
issue. It developed into a controversy and the el DON advisor felt 
obligated. to write Black a note of discontentment, which | 
intercepted and kept from reaching the coach. | had to find out 
myself if Black was trully uncooperative. 

As | approached him on the field | noticed a grin on his face, but 
| imagined it a bit distasteful. | congratulated him and asked for 
some of his time. He thanked me, turned around felicitated one of 
his players, then looked back at me and asked, ‘Yes, may | help 
you?” 

For the next few minutes we traded questions and answers and | 
realized, perhaps a bit biased, that what had bothered Black was not 
the journalists’ plea for information but the pressure of being a new 
coach at SAC. 

With a win Saturday after a ‘‘let’s-not-talk-about-it’’ loss the 
previous week, Black seemed a bit more sure of his stand as a 
football coach relating to the media and as a gentleman.
